THE SHIP'S RUDDER. 


It* Two F»rU ud tb* CUtarenr* In tlir 


fetrala That Cook** Upon Them. 


' The rndder of * wooden sliip is com- 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
which are so joined together as 10 
form ia effect * single piece. The 
complete rudder ia coppered, to pro- 
tect it from worms, and then, beside* 
being practically all ia one piece, U 
lias that appearance also. 


The stalk is the part to -which aro 


attached the pintles, or pivots, by 
which the rodder is suspended aaJ 
held in place, these going throw-;!! 
eyes set in the ship's sternpost. 'Ihe 
stalk runa np through the stern of the 
ship, and to its head ia bolted a cjp 
o which are attached the ropes M 
means of which the rudder is tj'.- 
rolled. The backing is the blade part 
f the rudder 
By far the greatest strain comes o-i 


he btalL, and the greatest strain of all 
omes on the head of the stalk—the 
ndiler head—where it is held 
The 


talk is made of the wood most hkfcly 
o stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while xht* 
jacUng is made of spruce or haul 
vue 
The stalk is of a single, solid, 


nassire piece, stout as an oak tiee, 
and indeed of the dimensions of a 
small oak—something that a min c iu 
pin his fiiith to, if he can have faith is 
xny wood—while the backing 01 blade 
' 
many modern wooden mist--, 


built up. It w ould be difficult, it not 
impossible, to iind bees that -would 
yield plank* bi<r enough for the pur- 
pose ia a smg'o piece, and the built 
up backing, made of pieces of selected 
wood, can easily be made of a-eijle 
strength to withstand any stiaia that 
w ill be brought upon it 


As to the stalk, stout and solid as 


the oak may bo, the head may be

'I hit Mm!' while there is no doubt 
even the stoical Indians in their pits 
were laughing, and I, too, enjoyed the 
joke, for I had an excellent field glass 
and could see the dummies very plain- 
ly."

Architect

Take a balloon of sufficient 
capacity, say G0,000 feet, and let it be 
moored by three cables, forming guys, 
which would keep it approximately in 
one position, at an elevation o£ 500 feet 
or higher if necessary, as an observa- 
tory.

Howard family of Xtw Orleans tried to 
o<-'t into tht> racfc-(.raek association, but 
!ailvd. Tlic liumiliation so ejimjjtsd him 
tliut he vovfeU ho would turn the race 
track Into a. silent cemetery. The threat 
only amused the supercilious member, 
but Howard had not made- it idly. He 
went steadily at work to acquire stock 
in tha concern, and eventually succeeded 
in getting control of a good majority. 
With tha power in his hanos, ho actually 
did turn tha course into a cemetery, 
where, by the way, he and many of 
his friends, and enemies, too, are now 
busied. 


Tho oval of the original track has been 


retained in tlie laying: out of the cem- 
etery, and those who lie there, now tha 
their mortal race is run, sleep in rows 
where howling thousands used to j_ 
The Howard tomb Is situated on. the 
main avenue, near the baekstretch 01 
the old track. Of course all of the tombs 
are built above ground, and the Howart 
mausoleum Is quite an imposing affair. 
It contains a. large statue in the fashioi 
of an ancient prophet, and the bust is 
said to be a portrait of Howard himself. 
The prophetical air of the figure may or 
may not have reference to the success 
with which the old gentleman carried out 
his prediction about the race course. 


Not far from the Howard tomb Is 
that of the Morris family. The mauso- 
leum proper is iriclos&S in a sort of 
chapel constructed of skeleton iron work. 
It would be ugly enough if. It were not 
becoming rapidly covered with English 
ivy, so that now buttresses and walls 
and root are formed of.-living green. 
. Near these tombs Is smaller one bear- 
Ing the name "Lea." and the inscrip- 
tion: "Only Two." Strangers indulge in 
good deal ot conjecture about this, :but 
the facts are simply these. The tomb is 
owned by a very well known gentleman 
whose married life, of many years, was 
remarkable for its haplnes*. There, were 
children and when his wife was dying 
she whispered, as her last .words to him, 
"Only Two!" That Is the only inscrip- 
"Only Two!" That is the only inscrip- 
tion on her tomb. 


One of .the curiosities of the cemetery 


is a mausoleum, with, a bell hanging In 
a niche overhead. It is only as large as 
an engine bell; but as It is not calculated 
to wake the dead, it Is. perhaps. large 
enough for its purpose; which Is to: at- 
tract the attention .of ithe living. The 
man who built the tomb had a fear that 
he or some member of his. family might 
be burled aJive, so he :hit: upon this 
scheme for letting outsiders know: ot 
such a catastrophe. The rope from,the 
bell passes through a. hole into the'in- 
terior of the tomb,.arid is always placed 
in the 'presumably dead, but possibly'liv- 
ing,- hand of the last person interred there 
If two persons should happen to be buried 
there 'at" the'game time, it would prob- 
ably be necessary to attach a second- rope 
to the bell. Up to date,'h'owever,:; there 
is but one rope, and that, one 'has not 
been used. At least the guardians at the 
cemetery say they have never heard, the 
bell. 


Just Inside' the beautiful vine-covered 


entrance there is an Immense : granite 
monument bearing the name "Moriarty." 
It la an enormous 
monolith, standing
